Suggested Management

"Vater temperatures of Bowlin Pond are nearly equal at all
depths during the summer months. Trout seek areas of spring
water influence and inlet brooks when pond temperatures be­
come warm. \Vater quality conditions are considered border­
line for trout.

The trout population of Bowlin Pond is maintained through
limited natural reproduction. Trout production is reduced by
competition for available food and space with large populations
of suckers, minnows, and sunfish.

A series of natural falls on the outlet stream are considered

impassable to upstream fish migration. Provision of fish pas­
sage facilities would not be economically feasible at the present
time. Furthermore, if passage were possible, yellow perch,
pickerel, and bass would be permitted access to the Bowlin
Brook drainage from the East Branch Penobscot River below.
